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MY WOODEN NICKEL'S WORT H..........00000++ fetes themenieed by Lou Vesh 


Well, I promised a surprise wood and here it is! As if we didn't already have enough 


problems with the storing of woods, here's another oddball size to contend with. The good 
news is that it's very unlikely that I'll ever make another batch of woods with those particular 
dimensions. This all came about when, while attending a social function at my old 
workplace last year, the caretaker called me to one side and presented me with four beautiful 
table legs that were being discarded. He knows I'm always on the lookout for materials from 
which to make wooden nickels. The original leg size was about 65 mm in diameter, parallel, 
and beautifully varnished. Unfortunately. when slicing them into discs the edges chipped 
quite badly so the remedy was to gang load them on the lathe and turn them down slightly. 
The final size is about 6mm thick x 60 mm in diameter. 


Yes, by the time this gets 
out in Timber Talk I shall 
officially be what our 
Government deems a "senior 
citizen". And, as the wood 
states, mighty happy to have 
survived this far. The wood 
was released at the 
C.A.W.M.C. breakfast meeting 
in Calgary on Sunday, July 
23rd, three days ahead of its 
due date. 

The type of the wood was difficult to determine. It had to be fir or pine. I guessed it 
to be the latter and dubbed it a "Pine Penny”. Three coats of varnish were sprayed on 
to protect the hand painted acrylic touch-ups that were necessary on most of them. Due to 
its awkward size, mailing such a piece by regular envelope would be quite impossible, so 
they were best distributed by hand. 
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Remember the wood buy/sell/swap meet held in Warren, Ohio, last year? It 
was such a success the organizers plan to hold it again this year on September 16th. The 
location is the same: 1375 USW Hall, 746 Elm Road, Warren, Ohio.

| have often been asked where | find the leads to track down all the wooden 
tokens that | find. The answer, of course, is anywhere and everywhere. | have located 
wooden nickels from many different sources with the most common being some form 
of collector show including coin shows, antique shows and flea markets. Leads also 
come from friends and other collectors. Some of the most scarce woods have come 
to me from other clubs that | belong to such as the philatelic society or the bottle and 
specialty club. 

| recently received a wooden nickel from a most unlikely source, my wife's 
hairdresser. Most Saturdays | drop my wife, Marion, off at her hairdressers and | go 
on to garage sales for about an hour. The months of November through March, 
however, are not conducive to garage sales so | usually sit and read a book or talk to 
the staff at the hairdressers while waiting.
